Saturday laft was the Call of Edinburgh, 
to Mr. William Withart, Minifter of a Diffenting 
Congregation at London. ‘ The Presbytery of Edin- 
burgh Appellants, from the Sentence of the Synod 
of Lothian, referring the whole Matter to a Com- 
mittee of their Number appointed to ripen it for the 
Synod at their next Meeting, were fully heard ; the 
Refpondents likewife were allowed ro fupport their 
own Conduct : The Subftance of the Pleadings 
were, on the Presbytery’s Side, that they had refuled 
to concur in Mr. Wifhart’s Call, on account of the 
ftrong Averfion of the vacant Congregations to him, 
and becaufe of certain Paffages, Opinions and Affer- 
tions, contained in two Sermons preached by him, in 
their Opinion inconfiftent with, and contrary to the 
Standards of this Church which they had particularly 
condefcended on; and caufed to be inférted in the 
Minutes of Presbytery ; from all which they gathered, 
they had acted a juftand worthy Parr. The Re- 
fpondents on the other Side alledge, That the Pref- 
bytery’s Proceedings were rafh and precipitant, in 
regard they had judged of Mr. Wifhart’s Ortho- 
doxy before he was heard in his own Defence, and 
that on the contrary, the Committee named by the 
Synod were particularly inftruéted to hear Mr. 
Withart on the fuppofed erroneous Paffages in his 
Sermons, and tipen the whole Affair for the enfuing 
Synod ; That the Presbytery had no Reafon to com- 
—, there being yet no Decifion given in that Af 
air. After long Reafoning by the Afferrbly, a Re- 
verend Member mov'd, that the Affair was of fuch 
univerfal Concern to the Church, that he thought it 
fhould be determin’d by a Sentence of the General 
a may A he urg’d that the Synod and their Com- 
mittee fhould be dire€ted to proceed in the Manner 
by them already fet down, bur difcharged to proceed 
to any final Sentence therein, but fhould be dircéted 
to make ready the Matter for the next General Af- 
fembly. At laft the Queftion being put, Affirm the 
Sentence of the Synod Simpliciter, or reje& the above 
recited Claufe ? It was carried, Sizpliciter.
